Hungry Giant. 

An extraordinary scene was wit- 
nessed in the streets at Hamburg last 
week, when Kappoff, the Khirgése 
giant, who until recently was the chief 
attraction at local exhibitions through- 
out Germany, collapsed on the pave 
ment for want of food. Kappoff, who 
measures little less than Machnow, the 
Russian giant, has since the latter’s 
advent entirely lost his popularity, 
and with it his means of livelihood.

Winter Lettuce. 

In providing a supply of winter 
salading, it is very essential that 
lettuce should have the foremost place, 
says a writer in Gardening Illustrated. 
At this season of the year there is 
generally ground at disposal which 
might well be turned to account in 
providing a good supply of plants, 
and although in all cases it is not 
convenient to provide glass accom- 
modation for the protection of the 
plants in case of severe frosts, yet 
more might be protected than geno- 
rally are with mats and oiled canvas 
covering. From the want of a littl> 
protection many a fine lot of plants 
has been completely spoiled which 
might, with a little forethought, have 
afforded good lettuce for a month or 
two longer, This is more ‘apt to 
occur with thse which are planted 
over a considerable extent of ground. 
For this reason it is best to arrange 
the plants in beds, as with these. there 
is but-little trouble or material needed 
when the time comes for protection. 
Only growing sufficient plants for 
lifting and planting in frames is not 
a wise proceeding.

From that time onward there was 
only ‘one tale told concerning the war, 
and that was a story of unvarying 
triumph for British arms. Even now 
it was known that there was no mis- 
understanding ав to the limits of. the 
conflict.

For some weeks now the divers 
have been busy off the coast of a 
certain part of Scotland, looking for 
the treasure supposed to exist on the 
wreck of a vessel belonging to the 
Spanish Armada, which was sunk 
there in the days of Queen Elizabeth.

Of many ships the 
locality is known, and searches take 
place every now and then for the 
hidden treasure. But there must be 
quite as much of it still waiting to be

the seas. 


But treasure-hunting has lost a lot 
of its old romance. In America they 
have formed a limited liability com- 
pany to,find the real Eldorado! The 
Eldorado in question is a lake situated 
in Colombia, and the story goes that 
the chief of the state used, in olden 
times, to s»lemly empty а boat-load of 
gold into the lake in order to appease 
the gods for the misdeeds of the 
people. He used to do this twice 
every year, so there ought to be a 
fairly good coating of precious metal 
on the bottom of that lake. 


Many attempts have been made to 
gain the treasure that lies hidden on 
Cocos Island. Lord FitzWilliam 
returned only a few months ago after 
an unsuccessful attempt to solve the 
secret in his private yacht. He 
took with him Admiral Palliser, who 
in 1897 had attempted the task in vain 
with a hundred sailors from Н.М.8. 
Imperieuse. 


ccording to legend the treasure 
consists of two portions. The first 
was deposited about the year 1821, by 
a British ship which had become a 
pirate vessel. History gathered from 
official sources records the capture 
and trial of the pirates, the execution 
of the leaders, and the imprisonment 
| of the men. 

The treasure was very carefully 
hidden, but no data was known to 
and en- 
| deavours even by the released pirates 
themselves to find it completely failed. 

The second treasure was depesited 
on Cocos Island by the British bar- 
quentine Mary Dier in or about the 
year 1886, having been shipped by 
the Peruvian Government from C ‘allao, 
which city was expecting a bombard. 
ment from the naval forces of Chili. 

The temptation was more than the 
crew could stand, and in the night 
they overpowered the guard, slipped 
the anchor, and sailed with the 
treasure, which was conveyed to Cocos 
Island in eleven boat-loads. Most of 
the crew were afterwards captured 
and shot.

“An exceptionally exciting treast

The 
“elevator” is a machine for raising 
objects from’ the sea after they have | ow 
been “sighted “ by the “ hydroscope.” 
It consists of an ingenious arrange- 
ment of steel platforms and air bags. 
The latter are gfitfed with special 
devices for picking up things, however 
heavy they may be.
